AND UK AMBS ARGUED THERE WAS VERY LITTLE DIFEERENCE BETWEEN

AMB SCHAUEELE VOICED RESERVATIONS TO MOROCCAN REP SLAOUI 
ABOUT DRAET RES ON SPANISH SAHARA, REMINDING HIM US AGREED 
SUPPORT SIMPLE NON-PREJUDICIAL RES REEERRING MATTER TO ICJ 
BUT PRESENT DRAET INCLUDED REFERENCES TO GA RESES ON 
DECOLONIZATION AND EOREIGN ECONOMIC ISSUES WITH WHICH US 
DOES NOT AGREE. SHORTLY THEREAETER, SLAOUI SAID HE PHONED

VIEWS OF ZAMBIAN REP BANDA- 

IN DISCUSSION WITH ZAMBIAN REP BANDA, AMB SCALI PRAISED 
PRES KAUNDA'S EFFORTS IN CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS IN LUSAKA 
AND OBSERVED THEY SHOWED MERIT OF PATIENT PEACEFUL APPROACH 
TO RESOLVING SUCH PROBLEMS. BANDA SAID HE WAS HEARTENED 
CONCERNING APPARENT ACCOMMODATION OF ZAMBABWEAN LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS UNDER ANC UMBRELLA, AND ADDED THERE WAS STILL 
NEED FOR CONTINUED USG PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA. HE GAVE AMB

THAT "TYRANNY OF MAJORITY" WAS IRRESPONSIBLE BUT ADMITTED 
THAT SINCE SOUTH AFRICA ENGAGED IN ILLEGAL CHARTER
